Tim e w as when every room in the hospital w as in use 
and a full staff occupied in caring for the patients. 
T o dav only a few of the rooms in the annex are 
used, and the front of the building is closed, the rooms 
filled with dust and rubbish, because they are no long­ 
er fit nor safe for habitation. 
It w as a useful building, 
a real institution and an ornament to the community, 
but neither of these names can be applied now. 


Paris and 1 am ar county arc in real need of a new 
city county hospital, which can adequately care lor 
the m any cases which annually are brought to Aikin 
hospital, or cared for by other already overcrowded 
institutions. 
T he small staff now em ployed is most 
faithful in the discharge of its many duties, but this 
number could not begin to c are for all the cases which 
should be brought to a community hospital. 
Paris and I .am ar county are well able to support 
such an institution, and the increase in the health rate 
alone would m ake it worth the while of the citizens, 
even should the expense individually be enough to be 
really felt.
